Dedication  of  Belk  Hall 

On  October  27,  1976,  South  Hall  dormitory  on  campus  officially  changed  its  name  to  the  Mary  Irwin  Belk  Hall,  in 
honor  of  the  late  Mrs.  William  Henry  Belk  who  died  in  1968.  The  dedication  of  the  building  was  made  possible  by  the 
Belk  family,  who,  recognizing  Mrs.  Belk's  concern  for  education  and  for  her  many  outstanding  accomplishments, 
made  a  large  donation  to  the  Pembroke  State  University  Foundation,  Inc.  She  was  graduated  from  what  is  now 
known  as  the  Queen's  College  of  Charlotte.  After  teaching  in  the  Charlotte  public  schools,  she  married  William  Henry 
Belk  in  1915.  As  president  of  the  Queens  College  Alumnae  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Queens  College,  she  was  presented  with  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Award  from  Queens  College  in  1957. 
Although  active  for  many  years  in  various  civic  and  historical  organizations,  her  special  interest  lay  in  Crossnore 
School  in  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  where  she  aided  the  underpriviledged  children  in  the  mountain  area.  She  was 
also  interested  in  Presbyterian  Home  for  Children  in  Barium  Springs,  and  for  many  years  she  remained  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alexander  Home  of  Charlotte.  Among  her  numerous  historical  organizations  were  included 
the  National  Society  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Colonists.  She  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  1812,  Daughters  of  Colonial  Wars,  Barons  of  Runnemede,  Order  of  Crown, 
Colonial  Dames  of  America,  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  Mecklenburg  Historical  Society,  Tryon  Palace 
Commission  Board  of  Trustees  and  National  Officers  Club,  N.S.D.A.R. 

At  the  offical  ceremony,  a  portrait  was  presented  of  Mrs.  William  Henry  Belk  which  now  hangs  in  the  lobby  of 
Mary  Irwin  Belk  Hall,  a  reminder  to  all  of  her  vast  achievements.
